DUBLIN, via London, Oct. 3— 
There is no judge, there is no jury, 
there is no resident magistrate who 
may say whether an act is illegal or 
not. There is no control by them, 
tiere is nothing with control but the 
absolute authority of an arbitrary gov- 
ernment which is of a political char- 
ecter and therefore necessarily par 
tisan.” 

These were the words used by the 
English statesman, Gladstone, back in 
1887 to describe the justice or the lack 
of justice of the “crimes act” under 
which Ireland is ruled today. This 
thing, Irishmen say, is one of the basic 
causes of their demand for freedom. 

Balfour the Aathor. | 
The “jubilee coercion act” is the 
‘way the measure is known in Ireland 
owing to the fact that Great Britain 


enacted it as a law in 1887 during the | 


wear of Queen Victoria’s jubilee. 
Arthur Balfour was author of the act 
under which Lord French, viceroy of 
Ireland, has suppressed meetings of 
the Irish parliament by declaring it to 
bea “dangerous association.” 

Before passage of the “crimes act” 
there had been other coercion measures 
passed for Ireland, but their operation 
had always been for specified periods. 
The “crimes act” differs inasmuch as 
itis perpetual.

DELAYED JUSTICE. 
Judge Crowe makes the astonishing disclosure 
that 1,800 criminal cases now are cloggeii in the 
Cook county dockets and that 600 persons are held 
in the county jail awaiting trial. Herein, we should 
say, lies a very comprehensive and also reprehensi- 
ble cause of our failure to pelice the city. 
Judge Crowe asks for two additional judges that 
he may clear the docket of this lamentable con- 
gestion. We should think it an inestimable econ- 
omy to Chicago and Cook county in lives taken 


by a half dozen judges instead of only two. 

If criminal prosecutions habitually are held up 
because the courts are unable to accept the grist 
it is obvious that many of them result in dismissals 
for want of evidence. Prisoners may be held behind 
bars—at a great cost to the taxpayers, to be sure 
——but witnesses leave the state and memories be- 


If it is common knowledge among evildpers that 
the courts may not reach them for years there is 
no hazard in committing crime because bail read- 
ily is obtainable and a criminal is just as insouciant 
when at liberty on bailason acquittal 

We have heard many criticisms of the police 
and the courts; that the police do not make arrests 
and that the courts do not punish. But in the 
clogged dockets we have substantial evidence that 
not all of the odium is due the policemen and 
the judges; for policemen cannot be blamed nor 
judges censured when they are limited in their 
activities by the failure of the public to iid them 
machinery enough. 

It would be difficult accurately to Aetermine 
when a policeman is delivering 100 per cent effi- 
ciency. But the records of the courts show con- 
clusively the industry of the Judges | end the 
amount of work left undone. 

Failure to deliver swift justice works ‘two very 
grievous injuries. The public is only poorly pro- 
tected by half hearted and procrastinating meth- 
ods, and those accused of crimes are kept under 
a cloud of suspicion. If innocent they should 
speedily be acquitted, and if guilty vigorously pun- 
ished, not only as a warning to others of their 
kind, but as a protection to the respectable ma- 
jority. 

It 4s the dreary delays of justice which sometimes 
provoke the impatient citizen to direct and re- 
grettable action. Could the public be assured that 
arrest and prosecution would be speedy and im- 
mediately be followed by energetic punishment 
there would be aroused a more wholesome respect 
for general administration and we would perceive 
a decreasing disposition to ignore the laws.

RATS THE PEST LIMIT. 
ATS have no friends among Lealth 
people. A bulletin of the public 
health service puts rats first 
among all harm producing para- 
sites, charging them with standing su-. 
preme in toll of lives and money, 

Chief among their harmful contribu- 
tions is plague, a disease which in one 
year killed 14 per cent of the population 
of London, which is widely prevalent in 
India today and Which has a foothold in 
South America, Nineteen years ago 
plague got a foothold in California and 
though they have spent many millions 
in ousting the disease they find an in- 
fected animal occasionally «en yet. 

Rats also spread some forms of tape- 
worm and trichina. They are responsible 
for a form of catarrhal jaundice which 
is widespread, and a disease known as 
rat bite fever, which is qccasionally ob- 
served. ' 

So much of the charge against the rat 
is proven, Other counts in the bill of 
indictment are not proven, although they 
may be'true. One authority ‘counts the 
cost of keeping a rat as one-half a cent 
aday. Since the H. C. L. became opera- 
tive this luxury may have gone to 1 cent. 

In the suppression of rats, cats and 
dogs are of little service. The Public 
Health Service Bulletin says they have 
frequently seen places overrun wita rats, 
notwithstanding the presence of cats, 
dogs, mongeese, and weavils. The aver- 
age domestic cat or dog is not a success 
in preventing rodent infestation. 

An Indian authority says that the dif- 
ficulty with most rat poisons is that the 
rats will not eat it. This is especially 
true of the phosphorous poisons. He ad- 
vises barium carbonate as a poison. He 
mixes it with flour in the proportion of 
one to three and uses water to make a 
paste. It must be mixed in a clean 
enamel porcelain or glass vessel. The 
hands must be washed just before mak- 
ing the pills. The pills contain about 
three grains of barium carbonate ; twelve 
pills placed on'four pieces of clean paper 
are placed advantageously about a room. 
No other rat food 1s left easily accessible. 

Unless all of these precautions are 
taken baiting rats is not effective. They 
will not touch food that smelis strongly 
of human beings or that is not attractive 
to them. They*will not eat bait if other 
food is just as accvssible. 

The United States Bulletin says that 
10 per cent arsenous acid or phosphorus 
mixed with cheese, meal, or glucose Is all 
right. They’ say that rats will not eat 
bait if other food is easily available. Also 
that the best bait is that found locally, 
grain in a grain house, meat in a butcher 
shop, and vegetables in a market. 

Traps are more efficient than bait. 
Steel traps are better than cage traps. 
In successful trapping the trap must be 
well camouflaged and baifed wi... the 
food found in its vicinity. For example, 
grain in a grain house, Other food must 
be made difficult of access.

The bulletin of the public health serv- 
ice emphasizes the need of rat proof 
construction. No other, method of rat 
control is satisfactory except cement con- 
struction.

World He's Major Leaguer 


Way last winter, little Dick Kerr 
thought he was a major league pitch- 
er. In fact, he insisted he was a ma- 
jor league pitcher. That's the reason 


the White Sox won the third game of 
the world’s series at Comiskey park 
yesterday, turning back the confident 
Reds flushed with two victories and 
beating the supposedly best right hand- 
er of Pat Moran's staff. 

As little Dick Kerr—emerging from 
the park to a roar of cheers from loyal 
Sox fans who had waited to greet him 
and pay hero worship—was congratu- 
lated by a personal friend, he leaned 
over and acknowledged the tribute 
wit hthe simple statement, “I had good 
control.” 

Too Small for Majors? 

But going bgck to last winter. Kerr 
played with Milwaukee of the Ameri- 
can association in 1918 and was one 
of the Brewers’ mainstays on the slab. 
Keen-eyed major league scouts jour- 
neyed to Milwaukee to look him over 
as prospective major league timber. 
They thought he did very well for a 
little fellow, but the unanimous verdict 
was that he was too small for the big 
circuit. Apparently all were convinced 
that he would not do—except Kerr him- 
self. 

Unable to dispose of his services for | 
.@ fancy price to a major league club, 
despite his record, Milwaukee tendered 
the diminutive hurler a contract for the 
‘season of 1919. Meantime Kerr had 
received an offer to work for. Fair- 
banks-Morse at Beloit and hurl for the 
ball team, a favorite harbor for play- 
ers of intelligence and diamond ability. 


Goes to Sox for Song. 
Kerr, however, had other ideas. He
